Not 
only is the output the greatest ever 
known, bnt it has mcrea-od 22 k. per 
cent since 1892, when 
the greatest 
monthly record than ever known was 
made. 
It has since risen w ith enormous 
demand .and 
said* -to $10.55, with 
Grey lorge at $9.35, but the Chicago 
m arket is also strong w ith sales of 
100,000 tous, besides 25,000 tons billets, 
which had risen at Pittsburg with big 
transactions to $16. 
W ith scarcity of 
pigiron feared, both east and west, 
there is as yet no rise whatever in fin­ 
ished products, although the demand is 
tar l eyoud all product. 
Steel rails are 
quoted at $11 per ton at the east, al­ 
though the Lackawanna company has 
taken orders for 100,000 tous at the 
west, Doth the Pittsburg and Chicago 
works being solo tar ahead, and bids 
lur 32.000 tons for Australia are to be 
opened today, while Chicago has pend­ 
ing a bid tor 200,000 tons deliverable in 
two years in Asiatic Russia.

lines the demand for finished prestucts 
is of the same surprising magnitude, 
especially in plates and in sheets.

fall into their hands Garcia placed the 
nuzzle of his heavy revolver beneath 
bis chin and tired his last cartridge, in­ 
tending to blow himself into eternity. 
Hi* Lead was thrown a little too far 
back. 
Tho ball tore up through tho 
throat and head, passing out through 
; the center of bis forehead. Two {Spanish 
surgeons discovered a little life in bis 
body. 
Inspired not by sentiments of 
mercy, but by professional curiosity and 
pride, they bent all of their skill and 
energies to accomplish a cure. In spite 
of the awful wound Garcia recovered 
Mid was sent a prisoner to {Spam, fn in 
which country he escaped to the I'nited 
States in the rail et I bilo and joined tin* 
insurgents in Cuba -non after. 
The 
wound completely healed, but the hole 
through the renter of his forehead still 
remained.

tain almost unerringly whether arsenic 
has beeu administered or not it would 
seem natural that poisoners should seek 
the aid of some less easily traceable 
agent for the accomplishment of their 
nefarious designs. 
Nevertheless the 
great majority of these criminals every­ 
where still resort to arsenic as their fa­ 
vorite weapon. 
This fact is still more remarkable 
when we consider that male poisoners 
are mostly medical men. 
Women and 
medical men, says Sir James Crichton 
Browne, are the classes which have sup­ 
plied the most numerous and most no­ 
torious poisoners. 
Where they do not 
employ arsenic they administer some 
other poison which can be detected al­ 
most as certainly. 
Upon this point Sir 
James Crichton Browne says: 
“ One would have thought that med­ 
ical men, with their knowledge of drugs 
and command over them, would have 
been able to ring the changes in an in­ 
finite variety of ways and to employ 
alkaloidal and other organic poisons in 
such a manner and in snob combinations 
as to perplex the clinical observer, baffle 
the pathologists and set at naught the 
skill of the analyst; but not so. With 
what might almost be called infatuation 
they have all but invariably worked on 
in the old grooves and carefully pre­ 
pared a net for their own engagement. 
For the most part they have trusted to 
the inorganic poisons, which, owing to 
their unalterable character, ease of 
purification and definiteness of reaction, 
can be identified in the body with 
mathematical certainty, and when an 
alkaloid has been essayed it bas been 
strychnia, which of all tb8 alkaloids in 
unalterability and definiteness of reac­ 
tion approaches most closely to the in­ 
organic poisons, and to which, too, very 
conclusive physiological tests can be ap­ 
plied. The rarer aud more fugacious 
alkaloids, which I am not even going to 
name aud which when detected it would 
be impossible to affirm might not be 
putrefactive products—ptomaines, al- 
bumiuoses and peptones which result 
from the decomposition of the tissues or 
of ingested food—have as far as we 
know never been tried, and even nico­ 
tine. the most widely diffused of alka­ 
loids, with which, I suppose, a third of 
the population is always poisoned more 
or less, bus uot been resorted to with 
premeditated malice except in one (ase 
— that of Count Bocarue, who poisoned

Browne, M. D., and the manner of bis 
offending was the delivery of an ad­ 
dress on poisons and poison legislation 
before the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Great Britain. The speaker pointed out 
that notwithstanding the remarkable 
progress of toxicology and the vast in­ 
crease in the number and variety of 
deadly agents at the criminal’s disposal, 
the poisoners of today for the most part 
used the same poisons as those by 
which 
murder was oftenest accom- ■ 
plished in old times. 
Of these arsenic lias been employed 
more frequently than any other poison, j 
That it should have been preferred by 
murderers two or three or four centuries ;

vorite weapon. 
This fact is still more remarkable 
wheu we consider that male poisoners 
are mostly medical men. 
Women and 
medical men, says Sir James Crichton 
Browne, are the classes which have sup­ 
plied the most numerous aud most no­ 
torious poisoners. 
Where they do not 
employ arsenic they administer some 
other poison which can be detected al­ 
most as certainly. 
Upon this point Sir 
James Crichton Browne says: 
“ One would have thought that med­ 
ical men, with their knowledge of drugs 
and command over them, would have 
been able to ring the changes in an in­ 
finite variety of ways and to employ 
alkaloidal and other organic poisons in 


remote future—may bring form, “ ne 
; says, “ it is certain that for a long time 
to come a large majority of poisoners 
will cling to old methods and atake 
their necks on arsenic, antimony and 
strychnine. 
For 
one 
bacteriological 
Mephistopheles who can possess himself 
of a microbic poison aud use it dexter- 
ously, there will lie at least a dozen 
despicable wretches who will take what 
conies to hand most readily iii common 
life aud blunder with it egregiously.” 
Thus it seems that conservatism even 
in criminal poisoning is a good thing.— 
New York Sun.

know never been tried, and even nico­ 
tine, the most widely diffused of alka­ 
loids, with which, I suppose, a third of 
the population is always poisoned more 
or less, has not been resorted to with 
premeditated malice except in one case 
-—that of Count Bocarue, who poisoned 
with it in five minutes his wife’s broth­ 
er, Fougnies, although in the body of 
a murdered smoker it might well pass 
as a relic of the pipe or cigarette.”

WARNER'S 


Profes.-nr Frederick Starr, the famous 
anthr-prlegii’tof the U niversity of <lhi- 
cago, w ill soon leave to spend the w in ­ 
ter ainoiig cannitial Indians of Oaxaca 
and Chiapas, Mexico. 
Three years ago 
one of the largest villages rose in revolt 
against white men’s ways, murdered a 
missionary priest, a half breed fam ily 
an da number of Mexican government 
officials. 
T 
h 
e s e people live in almost in ­ 
accessible mountain fastnesses. 
Less is 
known of their history than of any oth­ 
er tribes of Mexican Indians. No w hite 
man ‘has ever visited them, w ith the 
rare exception of an occasional traveler 
wandering by chance from the moun­ 


tain roads. 
Professor iStarr’s party w ill consist of 
two w hite men and two Mexicans, him ­ 
self, hia photographer. Charles Lange, 
a Mexican plaster worker, and Mamie 
Gonzales, who is Professor Starr s sm all 
Mexican protege. 
It is believed that 
w ith a sm all party, half native, mnoh 
less risk w ill beenconntered than wonld 
certainly be met by the ordinary toorist 
caravan. 
In previoos trips to less re­ 
mote parts of Mexico the professor has 
alw ays been taken for a priest by the 
n a tiv i«. 
Despite the fate of the m is­ 
sionary thtee years ago, Professor Starr 
is reckoning upon this mistake as an 
element of safety to himself. 
He also 
has the authority of the Mexican gov­ 
ernment behind him. and this w ill ^ 
of service in making his way into the 
country, as w ell as in exercising some 
control over the chiefs of the 
Once, however, be is among the tritos 
for a w inter’s stay he w ill be complete­ 
ly at their mercy. 
“ W here did the Indian come fronir 
How long has he lived on this conti­ 
nent?” W hen Professor Starr completes 
bis study of the Mexican tribes w ith 
this visit, he hopes to be able to answer 
these questions w ith regard to the Mex­ 
ican Indians at least. 
It has been the 
popular supposition that all Mexican In ­ 
dians came from the same country orig­ 
inally, just as it was believed at one 
time that they must be identical with 
the North American Indians merely be­ 
cause they were Indians. In his travels 
through Mexico Professor Starr has been 
impressed w ith the absolute diversity of 
appearance and language, customs and 
superstitions of 
the various 
tribes. 
These differences are so radical, in nis 
opinion, as to preclude the idea of a 
c L m o n origin. 
He believes that each 
tribeña separate and distinct and that 
this was the case before they c»“ ® 
this 
continent. 
Moreover, 
Professor 
Starr is sure that these Mixes and Juaves 
were much superior in the arts of liv ­ 
ing to the Aztec in Cortes’ time. 
This 
w ill be proved by reiios and 
s till extant among the tribesmen. 
The 
Aztecs get a great deal more 
they deserve, ” aays.tho professor. 
They 
were a cruel, bloody-and treacherous 
tribe, inhabiting a little valley about 
the C ity of Mexico. 
The Mixes and 
Juaves were a gentler, more refined and 
more civilized people at that time. Now 
no doubt they have lost many of their 


ancient arts.” 
, r-,u- 
In the states of Oaxaca and Ohiapas 
there are about 351 tribes. 
irltarr w ill visit eight of th em — the M ix­ 
tees. Zapotees. Mixes, Jnavea, Ohou- 
tals, ZouqiieH, Tzotzils and Tzendals. 
1 These are the least known and least 
civili-zod of all 
the Mexican tribes. 
Professor 
Starr passed 
through 
the 
'cou ntry of the Mixes three years ago, 
Í bnt did not stop for critical stndy. 
On 
* this trip he w ill ineasore numerous rep­ 
resentatives of the tribes, take photo­ 
graphs and make plaster casts. 
These 
i three operations are considered feats of 
! diabolical magic by the Indians andaré 
sure to be resented. They consider that 
they are being measured for their cof­ 
fins niul that the lens of a camera is the 
eve of the evil one himself. 
A grand 
powwow has to be held before a chief 
allow s even the arm of a tribesman to 
be put iu plaster. 
The tribe from which the professor 
expects the most trouble is the Juaves. 
livin g on the southwest coast. 
These 
people are known to be extremely tena­ 
cious of «ncieut rite.s and very bitter 
against the advent of civilization. They 
are entirely unlike the other tribes of 
the country 
They wear their native 
dress, or undress, as the case may be, 
and cling to their religious supt'rsti- 
tioiis. 
From the standpoint of the scien­ 
tist, however, they are iutenaely inter­ 
esting through their misfortunes. 
An 
area in Mexico 500 miles south of the 
C ity of Mexico is cursed w ith 
dread­ 
ful disease of Mexican leprosy among 
the inhabitants. 
The plague is called 
pinto. 
Among the Juaves it is believed 
that 90 m‘r cent of the people are afflict­ 
ed w ith tne lerribie scourge. 
So little 
is known of the mysterioas pm to that 
authorities disagree as to the stages by 
which it advances.

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P r o f e s s Frederick Starr, the famous 
anthropologist of the University of C hi­ 
cago, will soon leave to spend the w in ­ 
ter among cannibal Indians of Oaxaca 
and Chiapas, Mexico. 
Three years ago 
one of the largest villages rose in revolt 
against white m en’s ways, m urdered a 
m issionary priest, a half breed faun y 
a n d a num ber of Mexican government 
officials. These people live in almost in ­ 
accessible m ountain fastnesses. Less is 
known of their history than of any o th­ 
er tribes of Mexican Indians. No w hite 
m an ‘has ever visited them , w ith the 
rare exception of an occasional traveler 
w andering by chance from the m oun­ 
tain roads. 
Professor S tarr’s party w ill consist of 
tw o w hite men and two Mexicans, him ­ 
self, his photographer, Charles Lange, 
a Mexican plaster worker, aud Manue 
Gonzales, who is Professor S tarr’s sm all 
M exican protege. 
It is believed th at 
w ith a sm all party, half native, m uch 
less risk w ill b e encountered than would 
certainly be m et by the ordinary tourist 
caravan. 
In previous trips to less re­ 
mote parts of Mexico the professor bas 
alw ays been taken for a priest by the 
natives.

Prof es.-or Frederick Starr, the famous 
anthropologist of the University of Ghi- 
cago, will soon leave to spend the win­ 
ter among cannibal Indians of Oaxaca 
and Chia pas, Mexico. 
Three years ago 
one of the largest villages rose in revolt 
against white men’s ways, murdered a 
missionary priest, a half breed family 
and a number of Mexican government 
officials. These people Jive in almost in­ 
accessible mountain fastnesses. Less is 
known of their history than of any oth­ 
er tribes of Mexican Indians. No white 
man ‘has ever visited them, with the 
rare exception of an occasional traveler 
wandering by chance from the moun­ 
tain roads. 
Professor Starr's party will consist of 
two white men and two Mexicans, him­ 
self, his photographer, Charles Lange, 
a Mexican plaster worker, and Manuel 
Gonzales, who is Professor Starr's small 
Mexican protege. 
It is believed that 
with a small party, half native, moch 
Jess risk will be encountered than would 
certainly be met by the ordinary tourist 
caravan. 
In previous trips to less re­ 
mote parts of Mexico the professor bas 
always been taken for a priest by the 
natives. 
Despite the fate of the mis­ 
sionary three years ago, Professor Starr 
is reckoning upon this mistake as an 
element of safety to himself. 
He also 
has the authority of the Mexican gov 
eminent behind him, and this will be 
of service in making his way into the 
oonntry, as well as in exercising some 
control over the chiefs of the tribes. 
Once, however, he is among the tribes 
for a winter’s stay he will be complete 
ly at their mercy. 
“ Where did the Indian come from? 
How long has he lived on ibis conti­ 
nent?” When Professor Starr completes 
his study of the Mexican tribes with 
this visit, he hopes to be able to answer 
these questions with regard to the Mex­ 
ican Indians at least. 
It has been the 
popular supposition that all Mexican In­ 
dians came from the same country orig­ 
inally, just as it was believed at one 
time that they must be identical with 
the North American Indians merely be­ 
cause they were Indians. In his travels 
through Mexico Professor Starr bas been 
impressed with the absolute diversity of 
appearance and language, customs and 
superstitious of 
the various 
tribes. 
These differences are so radical, in his 
opinion, as to preclude the idea of a 
common origin. 
He believes that each 
tribe*is separate and distinct and that 
this was the case before they came to 
this continent. 
Moreover, Professor 
Starr is sure that these Mixes and Jnaves 
were much superior in the arts of liv­ 
ing to the Aztec in Cortes’ time. 
This 
will be proved by relics and traditions 
still extant among the tribesmen. “ The 
Aztecs get a great deal more credit than 
they deserve, ” says.the professor. “ They 
were a erne), bloody and treacherous 
tribe, inhabiting a little valley abont 
the City of Mexico. The Mixes and 
Jnaves were a gentler, more refined and 
more civilized people at that time. Now 
no doubt they have lost many of their 
ancient arts.” 
In the states of Oaxaca and Chiapas 
there are about 38 tribes. 
Professor 
Starr will visit eight of them—the Mix- 
tecs, Zapotees, Mixes, J naves, Chou- 
tals, Zcuques, Tzotzils aud Tzendals. 
These are the least known and least 
civilized of all the Mexican tribes. 
Professor 
Starr passed through the 
country of the Mixes three years ago, 
but did not stop for critical study. 
On 
this trip be will measure numerous rep 
reseutative8 of the tribes, take photo­ 
graphs and make plaster casts. 
These 
three operations are considered feats of 
diabolical magic by the Indians and are 
sure to be resented. They consider that 
they are being measured for their cof­ 
fins ami that the lens of a camera is the 
eye of the evil one himself. 
A grand 
powwow has to be held before a chief 
allows even the arm of a tribesman to 
be put in plaster. 
The tribe from which the professor 
expects the most trouble is the Jnaves, 
Jiviug ou the southwest coast. 
These 
people are known to be extremely tena­ 
cious of ancient rites aud very bitter 
against the advent of civilization. They 
are entirely unlike the other tribes of 
the country. 
They wear their native 
dress, or undress, as the case may be, 
and cling to their religious supersti­ 
tious.

I saw over 60 
women in the suburbs of Velasco all 
struggling at once to embrace him or 
seize his hand. 
W ith smiles and tears 
if joy they hailed him as “ the savo r 
of Cuba, ’ ’ the “ liberator of theoriente. 
Even G arcia’* enemies respected aud 
idmired bim. 
When near the city of 
I Holquin, the commander of the Span­ 
i s h forces scut the following message 
to Garcia: 
“ I have today giveu permission to 
t more than IOO families to remove their 
personal effects and belongings to some 
place in the country where total may be 
obtained.

Profefc.'Or Frederick Starr, the famous 
anthropologist of the University of C hi­ 
cago, will soon leave to spend the w in­ 
ter among cannibal Indians of Oaxaca 
and Chiapas, Mexico. 
Three years ago 
one of the largest villages rose in revolt 
against white m en’s ways, m urdered a 
m issionary priest, a half breed fami y 
and a num ber of Mexican government 
officials. These people live in alm ost in ­ 
accessible m ountain fastnesses. 
Less is 
known of their history than of any oth­ 
er tribes of Mexican Indians. No w hite 
man ‘has ever visited them, w ith the 
rare exception of an occasional traveler 
w andering by ch an ce from the m oun­ 
tain roads. 
Professor S tarr’s party will consist of 
two w hite men and two Mexicans, him ­ 
self, his photographer, Charles Lange, 
a Mexican plaster worker, aud Mamie 
Gonzales, who is Professor Starr a small 
Mexican protege. 
It is believed that 
w ith e small party, half native, much 
less risk w ill be encountered than would 
certainly be met by the ordinary tourist 
caravan, 
in previous trips to less re­ 
mote Tarts of Mexico the professor has 
always been taken for a priest by the 
natives. 
Despite the fate of the m is­ 
sionary thnee years ago, Professor Starr 
is reckoning upon this m istake as au 
elem ent of safety to himself. 
He also 
has the authority of the Mexican gov­ 
ernm ent behind him, and this will ba 
of service in m aking his way into the 
country, as well as in exercising some 
control over the chiefs of the tribes. 
Once, however, he is among the tribes 
for a w inter’s stay he will be complete 
ly at their mercy. 
“ W here did the Indian come from. 
How long has he lived on this conti 
Dent?” W hen Professor Starr completes 
his study of the Mexican tribes w ith 
tnis visit, he hopes to be able to answer 
these questions w ith regard to the Mex­ 
ican Indiana at least. 
It bas beeu the

r supposition that all Mexican In ­ 
dians came from the same country orig­ 
inally, just us it was believed at one 
tim e that they must be identical with 
the North American Indians merely be­ 
cause they were Indians. In his travels 
through Mexico Professor Starr has been 
impressed w ith the absolute diversity of 
appearance aud language, customs anc 
superstitious of 
the various 
tribes. 
These differences are so radical, in his 
opinion, as to preclude the idea of a 
common origin. 
He believes that each 
t r i b e s separate aud distinct ami that 
this was the case before they came to 
this 
continent. 
Moreover. 
Professor 
S tarr is sure that these Mixes and J naves 
were much superior in the arts of liv 
ing to the Aztec in Cortes’ time. 
This 
w ill be proved by relics and traditions 
still extant among the tribesmen. 
Ib e 
Aztecs get a great deal more credit than 


t h 
e 
y 
deserve,” says.the professor. 
They 
were a cruel, bloody and treacherous 
tribe, inhabiting a little valley about 
the City of Mexico. 
The Mixes and 
Juaves were a gentler, more refined au d 
more civilized p co p leatth at time. Now 
no doubt they have lost m any of their 
ancient arts. ” 
In the states of Oaxaca and Chiapas 
there are about SS tribes. 
Professor 
S tarr w ill visit eight of them 
the Mix- 
tees, Zspotecs, Mixes, Juaves, Chou 
tuls, Zouques, Tao! ai la aud Tzendals. 
These are the least known aud least 
civilized of ti 11 
the Mexican tribes. 
Professor 
Starr passed through the 
country of the Mixes three years ago, 
hut did not stop for critical study. 
On 
this trip be w ill measure numerous rep 
reseutatives of the tribes, take photo­ 
graphs aud make plaster casts. 
These 
three operations are considered feats of 
diabolical m agic by the Indians aud are 
sure to lie resented. They consider that 
they are being measured for their cof­ 
fins ami that the lens of a carneru is the 
eye of the evil one himself. 
A grand 
powwow has to be beld before a chief 
allows even the arm of a tribesm an to 
be put in plaster 
The tribe from which the professor 
expects the most trouble is the Juaves, 
liviug on the southw est coast. 
These 
people are known to be extremely tena­ 
cious of ancient rites aud very bitter 
against the advent of civilization. I hey 
are entirely unlike the other tribes of 
the country. 
They wear their native 
dress, or undress, as the case muy be, 
and rliug to their religious supersti­ 
tious. 
From the standpoint of the scion 
list, however, they are intensely inter 
eating through their misfortunes. 
An 
arca in Mexico 600 miles south of the 
City of Mexico is cursed w ith ad read 
ful disease of Mexican leprosy among 
the inhabitants. 
The plague is called 
pluto. 
Among the Juaves it is believed 
that 90 nor ct nt of the people are afflict­ 
ed w ith m e terrible scourge.
